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Continuation of 10. Other: Although no amendments were filed, applicant's arguments do not put the application in condition for 
allowance. The applicant's arguments, filed 2-3-04, have been fully considered, but are not deemed persuasive. Re applicant's 
argument on p. 2-6, wherein the applicant argues that Kravitz et al. does not teach the claimed invention, Kravitz et al. teach a variety of 
materials (col. 6, In. 65-67 to col. 7, In. 1-8), a layered structure from different materials (col. 7, In. 9-11) and the ability to optimize the 
layered structure for different purposes (col. 7, In. 14-16). Furthermore, by applicant's own admission (in applicant's arguments filed on 
7-1 1-03 on p. 14, last paragraph), Kravitz et al. use a material of high refractive index, namely a semiconductor material (col. 7, In. 2-3). 
Therefore, Kravitz et al. in combination with further prior art teach alt claimed limitations as disclosed above. Re applicant's argument on 
p. 6-7, wherein the applicant argues that there is no motivation to combine Kravitz et al. with Meissner, it would have been obvious to one 
of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to combine the teachings of Kravitz et al. with Meissner in order to provide a 
multilayer optical device with a virtually defect free bond interface of high strength. 
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
